HIS MACHINE IS DEMOLISHED 


Evidently Saw Interurban Car Be­ 


cause Auto Emergency Brake 


Was Set— Hurled 20 Feet

local postoffice, was probably fatally 
injured this morning when the auto­ 
mobile in which he was riding 
was 
struck by an Indianapolis and Cin­ 
cinnati traction 
car at 
the 
Buell 
crossing, one and 
one-half 
miles 
east of the city. 
Mr. Mahin sustained internal in­ 
juries, and while conscious at times, 
is in a very critical condition and is 
said to have slight chance of recov­ 
ering. 
Apparently 
there 
are 
no 
broken bones, 
but he sustained 
a 
heavy blow in the back 
near 
the 
heart and a congestion of the left 
lung renders his breathing difficult. 
It was at first stated his back was 
broken but this was not the case. 
The car whacb' struck 
the auto­ 
mobile left Rushville, east bound at 
7 :30 o'clock this morning and was in 
charge of Garrett Cartmel, 
motor- 
man, and Clarence Baker, conductor 
both of Indianapolis. 
The mail was 
late this morning and Mahin left the 
office at about 7:26 o’clock. 
The heavy 
traction 
car 
struck 
the light machine 
near 
the front 
and pitched it forward and down an 
embankment 
a distance 
of tw’enty 
feet. 
The car was running fast and 
the motorman did 
not 
see 
the 
machine in time to stop. Mahin ev­ 
idently saw the car, but it was 
too 
late. 
An examination of the auto­ 
mobile showed that 
the emergency 
brake was set, leading to the belie1!' 
that he saw 
the car and tried 
to 
stop. 
The 
roadway 
has recently 
been covered with 
gravel 
and the 
supposition is that the auto slid 
upon the track even after the brake 
had been applied. 
The traction car was backed 
to 
the scene of the accident and Mahin 
extricated from 
the wreckage. 
He 
was brought back to the city on the 
ear and rushed to the sanitorium of 
Dr. J. C. Sexton. 
Exceedingly quick 
time was made in getting him to the 
hospital and he was receiving med­ 
ical attention by eight o’clock. Ma­ 
hin received a slight blow near the 
temple but his worst injury is in the 
back, which effects 
his 
breathing 
and gives indication of internal in­ 
juries. 
The crossing 
at the 
Buell stop, 
known as No. 
31, • is exceedingly 
dangerous, despite the fact that the 
corn on both sides of the road south 
of the track along which Mahin was 
traveling has

The 
track for a distance of half a mile 
can be seen when ten feet from the 
rails. The driving is rather difficull

and it is believed Mahin was watch 
iug the road closer than the traction 
line. 
It was at this same crossing 
that Lewis Wilson 
and 
his young 
son, Clyde were killed shortly over 
a year ago.

The aux­ 
iliaries are being enlisted in the work 
as rapidly as possible. 
Publicity matter sent out by th§ 
Washington office o»f the Red Cross 
says that a half million illustrated 
knitting circulars have been sent to 
Red Cross chapters, but none has 
been received here yet. The circulars 
contain full information on how to 
kni't the eight standardized articles, 
sleevless sweaters, 
mufflers, 
hel­ 
mets, socks wristlets, wash cloths, 
bed socks and bottle covert, autho­ 
rized 'by the woman’s bureau of the 
Red Cross. The handbooks are pri- 
iparily for hand knitters. 
The Rush county chapter has been 
called on to, knit only four of these 
eight articles and therfore is not in­ 
terested in the information contain­ 
ed in the circulars about the other 
four. 
The chapter here has ample 
instructions on knitting these arti­ 
cles in circulars received previous to 
the time the ones mentioned in Red 
Cross publicity matter issued this 
week. 
These latest circulars, according 
to the statement from the Red Cross 
warm all knitters .that knots, ridges 
or lumps should be carefully avoid­ 
ed, as they are very apt to blister 
feet. 
Recent cables from Major M. P. 
Murphy, Red Cross (commissioner in 
France, again emphasize the necess­ 
ity for warm knitted articles for the 
men who face the hardships of a 
winter in the trenches. 
Army offic­ 
ers request that the knitted articles 
be forwarded as soon as possible. 
The severity of winter with a coal 
shortage to face and a rising tuber­ 
culosis rate to combat demand that 
several 
million 
garments 
reach 
France before Thanksgiving. 
Major 
Murphy has a^ e d for one million 
sweaters alone. 
The circular is the first of a ser­ 
ies to be issued by the Woman’s Bur­ 
eau of which Miss Florence Marshall 
is director. Others are to be issued 
immediately on the making of com­ 
fort kits, the manufacture of hospit­ 
al garments, surgical dressings and 
relief kits for the refugee children of 
France and Belgium.

Washington, &epi (?.—America’s 
first 34,350 drafted men bade 
home 
goodbye and marched away to war, 
most of them reaching their canton­ 
ments today. 
They went amid the 
tears and 
cheers of millions. 
Some with the 
light of adventure lighting their eyes, 
others not so happily. 
From every walk of life and from 
every nook and cranny in the nation 
they came trooping in each with his 
meagre 
ibimdle 
and his vision 
of 
France and the fighting front. 
In cities, towns, hamlets and vil­ 
lages gavly bedecked in 
honor of 
their going they lined up, the first of 
American conscript legions, at sal­ 
ute before the local boards which 
chose them. 
Their procession formed but the 
vanguard of a larger which followed 
in their wake. 
Wives, mothers and 
sweethearts, brothers, fathers, and 
friends trudged along at their sides 
and stood at a distance while they 
reported themselves ready to do their 
bit. 
Today 
these boys 
who yester­ 
day were prosperous young business 
men, clerks, laborers, artists, roust­ 
abouts, stenographers, students, so­ 
cial butterflies or pool room hang- 
er-ons, 
are all levelled to the drab 
plane 
of 
khaki, 
indistinguishable 
units under the orders of the war 
masters, learning the 
business of 
battle at the country’s sixteen can­ 
tonment camps. 
Assembled from homes, and hotels 
and rooming houses where many of 
them spent the 
night, the 
groups 
were each put in charge of a draft­ 
ed man selected from among their 
number. 
Headed by the members of each 
local exemption board, all day long, 
through the land, parades ot d ra tt­ 
ed men followed by parades ot their 
relatives and friends, wended their 
way through home Mown streets to 
long trains waiting at the railroad 
stations to whidk 
them away 
to 
camp yesterday. 
They went on their own recogni­ 
zance. 
Each man was on his honor 
to report to his cantonment camp 
commander. 
The only guardian of 
their loyalty as citizens and mem­ 
bers of the military organization of 
the nation was 
one 
of their own 
number. 
Comedy and tragedy commingled 
in the scenes of parting everywhere. 
Mothers wept. 
Brusque old fathers 
bluffed 
it 
through. 
(Sweethearts 
th row kisses or cried as the mood 
seized them. 
Bovs without parents 
or homes went quietly, with no one 
to mark their going. 
Others 
left 
families, and prosperous businesses 
they had worked hard 
to get and 
knew they would have to build over 
again when they return, if they ever 
do. 
Some conception of the magnitude 
of the railroad’s task in moving the 
men may he gained from the fact 
that it requires 8,229 cars made up 
into 366 trains,

wheat an easy matter. 
The earlier 
this work is started and completed, 
the (better will be the chances for the 
coming wheat crop, is the suggestion 
of the Indiana Committee on Food 
Production. 
The results secured by the Kan­ 
sas Agricultural Experiment Station 
show conclusively that the earlier 
the land is plowed (for wheat, the 
better, ft is not only essential that 
the land should be plowed early, but 
also that sufficient 
harrowing be 
given to conserve moisture and make 
a firm well-compacted seed-bed. In 
dry weather, disking and rolling will 
also prove very beneficial. 
At the 
Kansas Station, three fields, plowed 
July 15th., August 15th. and Septem­ 
ber 15th. produced respectively, 38.4, 
27.7 and 15.8 bushels 
fo the acre. 
The soil in each field was worked 
down immediately 
after 
plowing. 
The much larger yield from the ear­ 
ly plowing, shows conclusively the 
importance of starting seed-bed pre­ 
paration for wheat at the earliest 
possible date. 
At the same station, land plowed 
August 15th, and not worked until 
September 15th. yielded 23.6 bushels 
to the acre against 27.7 bushels for 
land which was plowed at the same 
time and worked down immediately. 
These experiments 
show that by 
packing the seed-bed 
immediately 
after plowing, the soil and sub-t prOU 
are put'in contact and no air spaces 
are left to prevent soil 
moisture 
from rising into the surface soil. If 
the soil is polwed late and dry it will 
be difficult ‘to pulverize * the ««any- • 
clods and unless these are pulveriz­ 
ed, the air spaces at the bottom of 
the furrow slice will prevent the rise 
of capillary moisture. 
“On account of dry weather it is 
not always possible to plow the land 
early,” says J. C. 
Beavers, State 
Leader of Wheat 
Campaign, 
“but 
when this condition 
prevails, the 
land may be disked before plowing, 
to good advantage. 
In nearly all 
cases it is advisable to roll, drag 
down or harrow each day’s plowing 
before leaving the field. 
In many 
cases land may be rolled and har­ 
rowed to good advantage. When the 
soil is at all moist, it is much easier 
to pulverize then, than it is several 
days after when it 
has dried out. 
For this reason it is very important 
that some preparation be given the 
seed-bed immediately after plowing.’ 
In some instances, oats stubble 
may be prepared for wheat, without 
plowing. 
If the land was plowed in 
he spring for oats and has not been 
>adly packed from excessive rains, 
thorough disking will put the seed- 
>ed in excellent 'condition. 
By dou­ 
ble disking ’the field twice the soil 
will be worked to a depth of five or 
six inches and many farmers con­ 
sider this method better than plow­ 
ing, especially on soil which does 
not pack badly. 
Early and thorough prepartion of 
the seed-bed, combined with proper 
fertilization, is an effective way of 
reducing the ravages of the Hessian 
Fly. 
It is a 
noticeable fast that 
wherever the young wheat plants are 
strong and vigorous, the injury from 
the Hessian Fly is 
not so great. 
Early and thorough perparation of 
the seed-(bed make ideal condition 
for quick germination of the seed 
and rapid development of the young 
plants.

Early 


EARLIER, BETTER FOR WHEAT 


Best Way to Insure High Yields Is to 


Prepare Early And Sow At Pro- 


per Time 


The good rains which have fallen 


during the past 'few days makes the 
plowing of stubble and sod land for 
wheat an easy matter. The earlier 
this work is started and completed, 
the (better will 'be the chances for the 
coming wheat crop, is the suggestion 
of the Indiana Committee on Food 
Production. 


The results secured by the Kan- 


sas 'Agricultural Experiment 'Station 
show •conclusively .that the earlier 
the land is plowed Ifor wheat, the 
i>etter. It is not only essential that 
the land should be plowed early, (but 
also that sufficient 
harrowing b~e 


given to conserve moisture and make 
a firan well-compacted seed-Tied. In 
dry weather, disking and rolling 
also prove very beneficial. 
'At the 


Kansas Station, three fields, plowed 
July 15th., August 15th. and Septem- 
>er 15th. produced respectively, 3S.4, 
27.7 and 15.8 bushels 
'to the acre. 


The soil in each field was worked 
down immediately 
after plowing. 


The much larger yield from the ear- 
y plowing, shows conclusively the 
importance of starting /seed-bed pre- 
>aration for wheat at the earliest 
jossible date. 


At the same station, land plowed 


Aug.ust loth, and not worked until 
September 15th. yielded 23.fi bushels 
o the acre against 27.7 bushels for 
and which was plowed at the same 
:ime and worked down immediately. 
These experiments 
show that by 


racking the seed-bed immediately 
after plowing, the soil and sub-soil 
ire put'in contact and no «ir spaces 
are left to prevent soil 
moisture 


'rom rising into the surface soil. If 
he soil is polwed late and;dry it will 
re difficult 'to" pulverize; the. fliisn-y 
clods and unless these are pulveriz- 
ed, the air spaces at the bottom of 
he furrow slice, will prevent the rise 
of capillary moisture. 


On account of dry weather it is 


not always possible to plow the land 
early," says J. >C.

In nearly all 


cases it is iadvisable to roll, drag 
down or harrow each day's plowing 
icfore leaving the field.

ih is at 'all moist, it is much easier 


o pulverize then, than it is several 
lays after when it 
has dried out. 


this reason it is very important 


hat some preparation be. given the 
eed-focd immediately after plowing.' 
In some instances, oats stubble 


nay be prepared 'for wheat, without 
'loiving. If the land was plowed in 
he spring for oats and has not been 
iadly packed from excessive rains, 
borough disking 'will put .the seed- 


in excellent 'condition. By dou- 


t\c disking the "field twice the soil 
vill be .worked to a depth of five or 
ix inches and many farmers con- 
-ider this method (better than plow- 
ng, especially on soil which does 
not pacjr badly.

fertilization, is an effective way of 
reducing the ravages of tie Hessian 
Fly.
